CALL TO ORDER 

The meeting was called to order at 1:30 p.m. 

APPROVAL OF AGENDA 

It was moved and seconded (Sahni/Trudel) to approve the agenda. 


It was pointed out that the correct document number for item 7 b) i 
is ASFC 84-11-D3 not D5 as recorded, 


The agenda as corrected was approved. 


APPROVAL OF MINUTES 


It was moved and seconded (Ketter/Gray) to approve the minutes of the 
meeting held on October 5, 1984. 


It was noted that the listing of Pnglish 352° on page 8, paragraph 
6, should be given as English C252°>. Also, two typographical errors 


were pointed out on page 5, final paragraph. 


The minutes as corrected were approved. 


CHAIRMAN'S REMARKS 


As a follow-up to the request by Faculty Council for information re- 
garding space planning the Chairman reported that the Rector now has

the approval of the Board of Governors to make its resolution on the 

two campus situation and space in particular public. The Rector did 

not have the opportunity to get a written statement to Council for this 
meeting but read the resolution to Dean Roy. It is a very general reso- 
lution the substance of which is that the Rector will present to the 
Board a comprehensive plan for the two campuses no later than six months 
after the approval of the building of the library downtown "., ,whicn ‘will 
ensure the viability of the west-end campus". Dean Roy said that he 
would read the full text of the Rector's remarks at the next meeting. 


With regard to study space after hours the Chairman said that he had 

a discussion with Vice-Rector Martin, who also suggested that he speak 
with the Registrar since he is involved with room bookings, and accord- 
ing to the Vice-Rector it is a fairly costly proposition to open up 
classromms at off-times because of problems of security and it is a time 
when cleaning is done. Dean Roy suggested that some of the pressure 
may be alleviated by the opening up of the library services on Sundays. 


Dean Roy said that he will be requesting nominations for Honorary 
degrees and he noted that procedures this year have been modified 
slightly. The Board has approved some regulations and policy regard- 
ing honorary degrees, but Council will still be in a position to make 
recommendations to the Committee of the Board as will the community at 
large. He asked the members of Faculty Council to give some thought to 
names of suitable candidates for honorary degrees and to submit them 

to Steering Committee before November 21st. 


Dean Roy informed Faculty Council that there is a search committee in 
the process of being established for the Director of Libraries and as 
indicated in The Thursday Report Arts and Science will have two repre- 
sentatives on that committee who will be elected by the faculty members 
of Council. He said that the election will take place at the next 
meeting and that nominations would be received by Steering Committee 

or could be made from the floor of Council. 


The Chairman said that it was decided by general consensus of the Steer- 
ing Committee and after consultation with the Deans and Provost not to 
bring the General Education Implementation Report to Council at this 
time. The feeling was that there are so many unknowns about the admin- 
istration situation in Arts and Science that we should wait until we 
know something about the Rector's report to the Board regarding the 
administrative reorganization of the Faculty. 


QUESTIONS AND ANNOUNCEMENTS 


It was asked if the people who were nominated last year for Honorary 
degrees would be reconsidered this year as agreed when nominations were 
last considered. 


Dean Roy replied that he would look into the records of last year's 
selection and have Steering Committee review the cases.

7. CURRICULUM COMMITTEE REPORTS 


a) Graduate Curriculum Changes 1985-86 ~ Report 46G (ASFC 84-11-D2

Curriculum Changes 1985-86 - Report 46G (ASFC 84-11-D2).

b) New Graduate Programmes 1985-86 
i) Proposed Ph.D. in Communication (interuniversity) Report 47G 


(ASFC 84-11-D3) 


Prof, Drysdale outlined the procedures that are followed in estab- 
lishing new graduate programmes. That was followed by a brief 
statement by Prof. Valaskakis on how the proposal was developed 
and why it is an interuniversity programme, 


In the general discussion that took place it was explained that 

one problem had been encountered in that the University of Montreal 
has different entrance requirements than Concordia so that there 
will have to be an entrance requirement that fulfills the minimum 
requirement for all of the universities concerned. 


Although McGill University is not now included in the programme 
it was explained how its current programme would be able to fit 
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in with one of the four "grand axes" of the proposed programme 
should they decide to become part of the multi-university scheme 
at a later date, 


Prof. Ross, Director of Concordia's Ph.D. programme in Business, 
which is a joint programme, pointed to a number of problems areas 
which he thought people should be aware of, particularly in the 
case of students being allowed to apply to all universities and 
being accepted by one and rejected by another. He pointed to the 
requirement that students must be proficient in both English and 
French and said that could result in no students being registered 
at Concordia. In the Commerce programme all students must be able 
to read and converse in French but be required to write in only 

one language, and the programme is considered to be bilingual. 
Other issues he thought ought to be addressed which are not 
mentioned in the short version of the proposal are the administra- 
tive structure of the programme, location - fixed or alternating - 
ways of evaluating students coming into the programme, interpretation 
of grading systems, and student quotas. 


Prof. Valaskakis replied that indeed some of those issues had not 
been considered and thanked Prof. Ross for his contribution to the 
discussion, 


It was moved and seconded (Drysdale/Paré) to approve Report 47G - 
Proposed Ph.D. in Communication (interuniversity) in principle. 


Dean Taddeo prefaced his comments on the resource implications 

by saying that in his five and a half years as Dean never has he 
come across a committee as enthusiastic as the faculty members of 
the three universities working on this programme and the adminis- 
trators involved. It is clear that the support for the programme 
comes from the constituency in the three universities and it has 
the support of all the Deans involved. He noted that it has been 
agreed that the evaluation that the Board of Graduate Studies 
conducts as part of its appraisal will be extended and incorpor- 
ated into the university submission to the Programme de Evaluation 
in preparing the dossier for Quebec. 


With regard to financial implications for the programme Dean Taddeo 
said that the Deans from the three universities are examining the 
situation and it would seem that the resource implications will 

be mostly at the level of release time for professors involved, 

an administrative support structure which will coordinate the pro- 
gramme, and for a limited amount of hardware which may be more 
necessary at Concordia than at UQUAM and Université de Montréal. 


The motion to approve the Proposed Ph.D. in Communication (inter- 
university) in principle was voted on and carried. 
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ii) Proposed M.A. in Geography: Public Folicy Issues - Report 48G 
(ASFC 84-11-D4) 


Prof. Slack, Chairman of Geography, outlined the programme pro- 
posal. He stated that it focuses on public policy issues and the 
role geographers can play to analyze the immediate problems, and 

as such it is unique in Quebec, All of the other graduate pro- 
grammes in Geography are general in scope, deal with broad areas, 
and lack focus. His Department feels that this type of programme 
will attract students because of its practical aspects oriented 
towards a practical and professional field and that the programme will 
fit in very well with what Concordia is developing in other depart- 
ments. It tries to combine the expertise of a broad cross-section 
of the department and includes a thesis option for the degree so 
that students will gain a practical methodology look as well as 
thesis experience. 


In the discussion that followed it was learned that many other 
departments had been consulted and had showed great interest 
including Economics, Political Science, Sociology, Urban Studies, 
and the School for Community and Public Affairs. 


It was moved and seconded (Drysdale/Young) to approve the Proposed 
M.A. in Geography: Public Policy Issues - Report 48G (ASFC 84-11-D4) 
in principle. Vote: Carried 


Prof. Drysdale said that it is his understanding that the position 

of the Dean of Division II vis-a-vis this proposal is to support 

it entirely but at the same time to underline the fact that there 

are separate resource implications and in this case as well as in 

the other proposal resource questions will be the particular concern 
of the Senate Committee on Academic Development. That review will 

be undertaken during the same period as the Board of Graduate 
Studies’ evaluation. He said that it is not in the realm of feas- 
ibility to undertake the offering of this programme without addition- 
al resources coming from outside the present framework of funding. 


The question was called on the motion to approve the Proposed M.A. 
in Geography: Public Policy Issues in principle and it was carried. 


Dean Roy thanked Prof. Drysdale and his Committee for preparing 
the documents for Faculty Council. 


OTHER BUSINESS 

No other business was raised.
